THE   SOCIETY  CONTEST. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  literary  societies  have  had 
another  contest.  There  is  no  stronger  force,  making  for  better 
literary  work,  in  this,  or  any  other  school.  To  a  greater  extent 
than  ever  before,  the  conduct  of  the  contest  was  in  the  hands  of 
the  students.  Here  they  learned  to  shoulder  responsibility  and 
work  harmoniously  to  an  end. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  societies  will  get  to  work, 
promptly,  next  year,  so  that  the  contestants  will  have  more  time 
to  prepare  their  parts. 
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HUYGHENIANS  WIN  CONTEST. 

The  Third  Annual  Contest  between  the  two  literary  societies 
took  place  March  30,  1911.  The  Huyghenians  won  the  contest  by 
a  score  of  five  to  four,  this  being  the  first  close  contest  that  we 
have  seen  at  Indiana.  The  winning  side  received  the  decision  of 
the  judges  in  the  oration,  the  essay,  the  piano  solo  and  the  vocal 
solo,  while  the  losing  side  carried  off  the  debate,  counting  three 
points,  and  the  reading,  counting  one  point. 

Two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  set  for  the  contest  but  little  in- 
terest had  been  manifested  by  the  rank  and  file  of  the  student  body. 
About  this  time,  however,  red  banners  and  pennants  suddenly 
made  their  appearance  at  prominent  points  on  the  campus  and  build- 
ings. The  Erodelphians  promptly  proceeded  to  raise  the  blue  to  a 
higher  point  at  every  conspicuous  place.  The  top  of  the  water 
tank,  the  belfry  of  the  main  building,  the  tower  of  the  annex,  the 
Court  House  down  town,  and  many  other  places  were  soon  decor- 
ated with  the  waving  blue.  From  this  on  until  the  day  of  the  con- 
test it  was  a  constant  effort  on  the  part  of  the  two  societies  to  keep 
their  own  colors  highest.  Both  the  red  and  the  blue  waved  from 
the  top  of  the  belfry  on  poles  extending  between  fifty  and  sixty 
feet  heavenward.  The  Chapel  was  artistically  decorated  with  the 
colors  of  the  rivals,  the  Huyghenians  being  on  the  south  side  and 
the  Erodelphians  on  the  north  side  of  the  hall. 

As  in  the  last  contest,  eminent  men  had  been  secured  for  judges, 
and  no  one  seemed  disposed  to  question  their  ability  to  decide  the 
various  numbers  on  their  merits. 

For  almost  an  hour  before  the  contest  began  the  Chapel  rang 
with  the  songs  and  yells  of  the  supporters  of  the  red  and  the  blue. 
Both  sides  were  equipped  with  canes,  to  which  streamers  of  ribbon 
were  attached ;  on  the  one  side,  the  bright  red,  and  on  the  other  a 
sea  of  blue.  In  the  singing  and  cheering  good-natured  rivalry 
was  shown,  each  trying  to  outdo  the  others. 

When  the  judges  appeared  both  sides  gave  them  generous 
cheers,  which  were  redoubled  when  the  debaters  appeared  on  the 
platform.  Mr.  Gordon  presided  at  the  debate.  Shaffer  fired  the 
first  shot  for  the  Huyghenians  with  a  ringing  speech,  in  which  he 
pointed  out  the  evils  of  our  present  system  of  taxation.  He  was 
followed  by  Brown,  for  the  Erodelphians,  who  advanced  some 
splendid  arguments  against  the  land  tax.  Cunningham  then  pro- 
ceeded to  point  out  some  of  the  striking  benefits  that  would  be 
secured  by  the  adoption  of  the  single  tax  on  land,  The  argument 
for  the  negative  was  concluded  by  Metzger,  who  in  a  masterly 
speech,  admitted  the  evils  of  our  present  system  of  taxation,  but 
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ridiculed  the  idea  of  a  single  tax  on  land,  which  he  said  would  be 
"like  burning  a  barn  to  kill  the  rats."  In  a  clever  five-minute  re- 
buttal, Shaffer  made  a  fine  atteampt  to  clinch  the  votes  of  the  judges 
for  his  side.  The  decision  of  the  judges  was  very  close,  their  marks 
averaging  89  for  the  Erodelphians  and  88  for  the  Huyghenians. 
This  gave  the  blue  three  points  for  a  starter. 

The  vocal  solos  proved  to  be  two  of  the  most  enjoyable  num- 
bers of  the  evening.  Miss  Thompson,  for  the  Erodelphians,  won 
the  admiration  of  all  by  the  splendid  manner  in  which  she  sang  her 
two  short  songs.  Miss  Neff,  her  opponent,  however,  was  at  her  best, 
and  her  three  years'  work  in  the  Conservatory  told  in  her  favor. 
One  point  for  the  red. 

The  opponents  in  the  essay  were  Helen  McMorran  and  Marie 
I  tell.  The  work  of  both  was  high-class,  and  no  one  had  a  very 
decided  opinion  as  to  which  had  won  until  the  result  was  announced 
in  favor  of  Miss  Itell.  Another  point  for  the  Huyghenians.  Score 
is  now  three  to  two  in  favor  of  the  Erodelphians. 

After  the  orchestra  had  rendered  a  pleasing  selection,  Hazel 
Rodkey,  for  the  Erodelphians,  rendered  in  a  most  artistic  manner 
that  wonderful  reading,  "How  the  La  Rue  Stakes  Were  Lost,"  win- 
ning from  the  judges  the  highest  mark  accorded  in  the  contest. 
Grace  Monteith,  for  the  red,  also  received  a  good  average.  Another 
point  for  the  Erodelphians. 

Roma  Beggs  and  Adalaide  Ramsay  rendered  beautiful  piano 
solos  in  such  a  manner  that  the  ordinary  layman  could  not  have 
decided  the  victor.  The  music  judges,  however,  rendered  their 
decision  in  favor  of  Miss  Ramsay,  thereby  adding  one  more  point 
to  the  total  for  the  Huyghenians,  and  making  the  score  four '.[to 
three  in  favor  of  the  Erodelphians.  Everything  now  depended  on 
the  result  of  the  oration.  If  the  Erodelphians  got  these  two  points, 
they  would  win  the  contest  six  to  three.  If  the  Huyghenians  cap- 
tured it  they  would  win  by  five  to  four.  Hearts  seemed  to  stop 
beating  and  breathing  became  a  lost  art  as  the  decision  was  awaited. 
Mr.  Carmalt  for  the  Erodelphians  received  a  mark  87  1-3  and  Mr. 
Bell,  his  opponent,  87  5-6,  this  difference  of  one-half  of  one  point 
turning  the  scale  in  favor  of  the  Huyghenians.  They  had  won  the 
closest  contest  in  the  history  of  the  school  by  the  narrowest  margin 
possible. 

Needless  to  speak  of  the  enthusiasm  among  the  wearers  of  the 
red,  of  the  exulting  shouts  of  the  victors!  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the 
Erodelphians  accepted  their  defeat  gracefully,  and  promptly  gave 
a  hearty  cheer  for  their  victorious  opponents.

The  subject  of  the  first  was  Canada,  and  was 
given  January  16.  Announcement  was  made  that  two  more 
entertainments  of  the  same  kind  would  follow,  and  we  looked  for- 
ward to  the  next  lectures  with  great  anticipation.  On  Monday 
evening,  January  30,  we  heard  about  the  city  of  Venice  and  some 
of  the  adjoining  Italian  towns.  The  colored  views  and  moving 
pictures  were  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  certainly  gave  us  a  good 
idea  of  romantic  Italy.  Alaska  was  the  title  of  the  third  and 
last  lecture,  delivered  February  13,  and  we  learned  many  instruc- 
tive and  interesting  things  about  that  country  of  wildernesses 
and  mining  towns.  A  moving  picture,  "  A  Caribou  Hunt,"  was  espe- 
cially admired  and  enjoyed. 

Everyone  hopes  that  Mr.  McCain  will  visit  us  again  next  year, 
for  we  feel  sure  he  will  have  many  more  interesting  things  to  tell  us.

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THE   MOUNTAINEERS  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

One  Sunday  evening  in  December,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Porter,  Secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Board  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  gave  an 
interetsting  talk  to  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Her  subject 
was  "The  Mountaineers  of  the  South,"  with  which  she  was  well 
acquainted,  having  visited  one  of  the  mission  schools  last  fall. 

The  people  who  live  in  the  mountain  regions  of  the  southern 
states  and  are  called  the  mountaineers,  or  poor  whites,  do  not 
differ  greatly  from  those  of  western  Pennsylvania,  except  that  the 
ones  here  have  had  many  advantages  while  the  former  have  had  al- 
most none.  These  people  are  Scotch-Irish.  They  came  to  America 
during  the  early  history  of  the  country.  In  the  Revolutionary 
War  many  of  them  fought  bravely,  but  because  they  settled  in  this 
mountainous  district  where  the  soil  is  poor,  the  roads  bad,  and  the 
traveling  difficult,  they  became  separated  from  the  world  of  prog- 
ress and  so  lagged  behind.  Many  of  these  people  are  just  as  bright 
and  ready  to  learn  as  their  kinsmen  in  the  North.  All  they  lack  is 
a  chance.  The  mountaineers  are  very  poor,  for  this  beautiful 
mountain  land  yields  them  scanty  return  for  their  labor,  and  some 
of  them  do  not  labor  overmuch.  The  great  curse  of  these  people 
is  tobacco  and  liquor.  But  Mrs.  Porter  added  that  in  the  whole 
time  spent  in  the  South,  she  did  not  see  nearly  so  much  smoking  as 
one  might  notice  in  Pittsburgh  during  one  day. 

The  people  of  whom  she  spoke  in  particular  were  those  who 
live  in  and  near  the  little  town  of  Frenchburg,  Kentucky.  This  is 
the  county  seat  of  Menefee  County  and  has  between  three  and  four 
hundred  inhabitants.  The  occasion  of  Mrs.  Porter's  visit  was  the 
dedication  of  the  school  at  this  place,  which  occurred  last  October. 
A  school  had  been  conducted  in  Frenchburg  for  some  time  under  the 
competent  charge  of  Mr.  Brainerd  Jamison.  For  some  time  they 
had  no  suitable  place  for  it,  but  at  last  the  much  needed  building 
was  completed. 

The  dedication  services  were  on  Sunday,  the  first  one  being 
in  the  morning.  Very  early  the  men,  women,  and  children  began 
to  arrive.  A  few  rode,  but  most  of  them  were  on  foot.  The  day 
being  clear  and  beautiful,  the  people  came  many  miles  that  they 
might  listen  to  the  Gospel  Story.  As  the  time  for  the  service  drew 
near,  the  people  came  into  the  building.  One  thing  to  be  noticed 
was  that  the  men  did  not  take  the  seats  nearest  the  door  but  marched 
up  to  the  very  front  row.  They  listened  eagerly  to  the  talk  and 
.entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  songs.    The  people  can  sing  well,  and 
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the  music  was  inspiring.  It  was  too  far  to  go  home  and  return  for 
the  evening,  so  almost  everyone  had  brought  a  lunch.  This  they 
ate  under  the  trees,  then  chatted  with  friends  and  neighbors  until 
the  evening  service.  This  was  just  a  prayer-meeting,  but  in  attend- 
ance and  helpfulness  it  would  compare  favorably  with  meetings 
of  the  same  kind  everywhere.  At  its  close  the  people  went  home 
glad  they  had  come  and  hoping  to  attend  other  services.

PLAY  IN  THE  MODEL  SCHOOL. 
"Play  is  not  trivial;    it  is  highly  serious  and  of  deep  signifi- 
cance.    To  the  calm,  keen  vision  of  one    who  truly    understands 
human  nature,   the  spontaneous  play  of  the  child   discloses    the 
future  inner  life  of  the  man." — Froebel. 

In  our  modern  method  of  education,  play  is  becoming  a 
potent  factor  not  only  in  the  kindergarten  but  in  all  grades,  includ- 
ing the  grammar  school.  It  has  great  education  value.  By  means 
of  games  a  child  expresses  what  is  in  him.  He  imitates  the  inci- 
dents he  has  observed  in  the  life  around  him,  the  customs  of  men 
and  women  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact.  Every  normal 
healthy  child  has  a  great  longing  for  activity  and  unless  he  be 
allowed  to  give  vent  to  this  natural  desire  in  the  form  of  well  di- 
rected honest  play,  it  will  break  out  through  more  mischievous 
channels.  Good  healthy  play  develops  a  strong  body  and  a  strong 
mind.  It  strengthens  the  imagination;  it  influences  character  by 
stimulating  the  sense  of  justice,  honesty  and  courtesy. 

Much  attention  is  paid  to  play  in  our  Model  School.     Between 
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the  classes  there  are  free  rest  periods  in  which  the  children  arc  al- 
lowed to  move  about  freely,  and  relax  their  minds  and  bodies. 
When  the  time  for  the  next  class  comes,  they  are  rested  and  ready 
to  begin  work  with  renewed  vigor. 

There  is  also  a  recess  of  twenty-five  minutes.  At  this  time  the 
children  of  the  lower  grades  are  required  to  march  out  of  the  build- 
ing and  play  in  the  grove,  if  the  weather  permits.  Those  of  the 
upper  grades  mingle  together  and  perhaps  talk  over  the  day's  experi- 
ences.    In  short  this  is  a  period  of  general  enjoyment. 

In  the  fall  and  spring,  all  the  children  are  taken  out  on  the 
campus  under  the  direction  of  the  physical  culture  teacher  and 
here  they  are  taught  games  and  engage  in  contests  and  matches. 
Then  at  recess-time  they  are  encouraged  to  play  these  games  freely 
by  themselves.    This  cultivates  initiative  and  self-dependence. 

In  all  their  play,  the  children  are  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  a  good  winner  is  not  domineering  and  egotistical  and  a  good 
loser  takes  his  defeat  manfully. 

The  winter  does  not  permit  recreation  in  the  open,  but  equally 
important  and  enjoyable  games  are  played  in  the  class-rooms. 
Here  folk-lore  dances,  marching,  calisthenics,  motion  songs,  and 
dramatic  exercises  are  engaged  in.  One  of  the  most  important 
phases  of  this  classroom  play  is  the  rhythmic  work.  The  child  is 
required  to  recognize  the  changes  in  the  time  of  the  music  which 
is  played.  He  marches,  hops  and  skips  faster  or  slower  and  in 
hand-clapping  distinguishes  between  two-step,  waltz  or  march 
time.  It  is  remarkable  how  accurately  and  how  quickly  the  child 
can  recognize  and  mark  the  rapid  changes  in  the  time  of  the  music 
being  played.  These  rhythmic  exercises  not  only  develop  a  sense 
of  rhythm  which  many  children  lack  but  they  aid  the  child  to 
acquire  ease,  grace  and  bodily  control  and  to  lose  self-consciousness. 

The  older  boys  have  a  football  team  in  the  fall, and  a  baseball 
team  in  the  spring  term.  They  are  taught  the  meaning  of  "clean 
athletics."  In  the  winter  there  are  generally  two  basket-ball  teams 
and  these  engage  in  spirited  contests. 

The  girls,  too,  usually  organize  a  basket-ball  team  in  the 
winter  and  in  the  spring  they  are  encouraged  to  play  tennis. 

There  is  much  written  at  the  present  time  concerning  the 
value  of  play  as  a  phase  of  education.  George  Ellsworth  Johnson, 
Superintendent  of  the  Pittsburg  Playground  Association,  has  writ- 
ten an  invaluable  little  book  entitled  "What  to  do  at  Recess." 
This  contains  many  helpful  suggestions  as  to  games  and  appa- 
ratus used  in  play.  Elizabeth  Burchnal,  Caroline  Crawford  and 
Marion  B.  Newton  have  also  written  books  of  folk  dances,  games 
and  rhvthmic  exercises.  Clara  Morgan. 
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|NNA  MARY  WORTH,  a  former  student  of  ours, 
is  author  of  "  The  King's  Jester,  and  Other 
Poems,"  beautifully  illustrated  by  herself.  Many 
of  the  poems  are  delightful,  and  the  book  itself 
is  a  work  of  art.  Miss  Worth  is  now  a  student 
at  the  Philadelphia  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  and 
assists  Mr.  James  Swank  in  his  literary  work. 
She  is  an  aunt  of  Anna  May  Thompson,  who 
graduated  at  Indiana  last  summer.  It  is  to  Miss  Thompson  that 
we  are  indebted  for  this  beautiful  volume  of  poetry. 

Pauline  Block,  '95,  is  no  longer  Pauline  Block,  but  since  the 
27th  of  April  last  is  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Friend,  of  5632  Irwin  Avenue, 
Squirrel  Hill,  Pittsburg.

But  this  idea 
carried  out  in  athletics  is  only  an  indication  of  what  the  New 
Indiana  stands  for.

At  the  annual  indoor  meet  of  the  Pittsburg  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Du- 
quesne  Garden,  March  10th,  the  School  relay  team  won  the  college 
championship  of  Western  Pennsylvania  defeating  Carnegie  Tech, 
University  of  Pittsburg,  and  W.  and  J.  The  time  2.55  2-5  for  4-5 
of  a  mile  was  fast  considering  the  small  unbanked  track.  The  show- 
ing of  the  second  relay  team  which  lost  a  very  close  race  to  Carnegie 
Tech  was  very  pleasing.  The  team  led  for  three  relays  but  lost  in 
the  last  relay  by  a  narrow  margin. 

In  the  60  yard  dash  Castaneda  took  second  place  with  Captain 
Minds  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  first  and  Ramsdall,  the 
intercollegiate  100  yard  champion  third.  Van  Asdlen,  a  new  man, 
took  second  in  the  300  yard  novice. 

Indiana  was  the  only  one  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  schools 
and  colleges  to  make  any  showing  against  the  men  from  the  clubs 
and  eastern  colleges.  The  showing  in  this  meet  indicates  a  team 
even  more  powerful  and  well  balanced  than  of  1909  and  1910. 

The  following  men  competed  at  Pittsburg;  Castaneda,  Smith, 
Bruce,  Myers,  Brown,  Lewis,  Van  Asdlen,  Shaffer,  and  Mc Williams. 
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BASKET  BALL  NOTES. 

Each  year  the  ability  of  our  girls  is  measured  by  the  result  of 
the  Geneva  game — provided  Indiana  wins,  the  season  is  deemed 
successful  and  all  other  defeats  forgotten;  however  if  our  oppo- 
nents win,  we  are  heedless  of  all  former  successes  and  consider  our 
team  a  very  poor  one.  Judging  by  this  criterion,  Indiana  is  en- 
joying the  most  successful  season  in  basket  ball  and  February  sev- 
enteenth will  long  be  remembered  as  The  Day.  On  that  day  Geneva 
was  our  opponent  on  our  floor  and  were  sadly  defeated  in  the  best 
fought  game  of  the  season.  Indiana  carried  off  the  honors  by  the 
score  of  14-5. 

Undoubtedly  Indiana  has  the  best  team  in  its  history.  Each 
g'rl  on  the  team  puts  her  whole  heart  into  upholding  the  good  name 
of  her  school  and  establishing  a  record  which  never  before  has 
been  attained. 

Miss  Elizabeth  K.  Eyre,  our  former  coach,  found  Lucille 
Lewis,  center;  Frances  Grable  and  Martha  Wassel,  forwards, 
three  of  the  1910  team,  ready  for  another  season  and  many  aspi- 
rants for  the  other  vacancies.  From  these,  Ethel  Bowes  and 
Virginia  Seanor  were  chosen  as  guards;  Jane  Ray,  Mary  Bert  and 
Elizabeth  Menzie  as  sub-guards  and  Isabel  See  as  sub-forward. 

We  opened  our  season  at  home  on  February  4th  with  Blairs- 
ville  High.  The  Normal  team  lined  up  with  Lucille  Lewis  at  cen- 
ter; Frances  Grable  and  Martha  Wassel  as  forwards;  and  Vir- 
ginia Seanor  and  Ethel  Bowes  as  guards.  The  game  was  well 
played  by  both  teams  but  our  girls  showed  the  results  of  their  good 
training  and  won  by  the  score  of  29-14. 

The  next  game  was  with  the  Irwin  High  School  team  on  Feb- 
ruary 11th,  at  home.  Normal's  line-up  was  the  same  except  that 
Isabel  See  substituted  for  Frances  Grable  in  the  first  half.  Our 
girls  showed  excellent  team  work  and  had  no  fouls  called  against 
them  during  the  entire  game.     The  score  was  in  our  favor,  20-6. 

On  the  afternoon  of  February  17th,  the  day  of  the  Geneva 
game,  each  Normal  girl  was  in  her  place  to  cheer  her  team.  This 
game  was  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  Geneva  girls  were  to  longer 
hold  the  title  of  "Champions  of  Western  Pennsylvania  and  Eastern 
Ohio."  Our  girls  realized  what  a  great  responsibility  rested  upon 
them  for  Geneva  had  been  defeated  only  three  times  in  fifteen  years. 
Each  of  the  regular  girls  was  in  her  place  when  the  whistle  blew. 
The  teams  were  evenly  matched,  although  our  girls  showed  superi- 
ority in  passing  and  general  team  work.  Encouraged  by  the  cheers 
of  the  Indiana  girls,  Normal  defeated  her  opponents  14-5,  and  the 
Geneva  girls  were  no  longer  the  champions.    Each  girl  played  her 
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best  and  the  honors  were  evenly  divided  among  all;  each  girl  saw 
her  duty  and  did  it  without  hesitancy.  Miss  McClintock  is  the 
Geneva  coach  and  the  girls  show  the  results  of  her  careful  training. 

On  Saturday,  February  18th,  the  team  with  Miss  Eyre,  and 
Mary  Bert,  Jane  Ray  and  Isabel  See  as  "subs",  went  to  Pittsburg 
for  their  first  games  away  from  home.  On  Monday  morning,  Feb- 
ruary 20,  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Helen  Logan,  the  Physical 
Director,  we  were  invited  to  play  the  girls  of  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.  We  were  royally 
entertained  and  were  shown  all  the  wonders  of  an  Institution  of 
this  nature.  In  our  honor,  no  classes  were  held  during  the  game 
but  everyone  went  to  the  Gym.  Each  of  our  girls  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  play  in  this  game.  Our  opponents,  although  they 
were  greatly  handicapped  and  had  played  a  very  short  time, 
showed  marked  ability  and  we  predict  great  success  for  them  in  the 
future.  Miss  Logan  deserves  much  commendation  for  her  efforts 
and  the  success  of  her  team.     Indiana  won  this  game  20-8. 

After  a  very  delightful  dinner  and  much  appreciated  enter- 
tainment, we  went  to  the  Pittsburg  High  School  for  the  afternoon 
game.  All  was  in  readiness  for  the  game  and  we  started  promptly 
at  three.  In  the  first  half  with  the  regular  team  and  Mary  Bert 
as  side  center,  we  played  their  rules  with  lines.  As  we  were  unac- 
customed to  these  rules,  Pittsburg  scored  several  points  before  our 
girls  had  an  opportunity  to  show  their  ability.  At  the  close  of  the 
first  half,  the  score  stood  14-13  in  our  favor.  In  the  second  half, 
playing  according  to  our  Own  rules,  our  girls  outplayed  their  op- 
ponents and  brought  the  game  to  an  exciting  finish  with  the  score 
of  29-16.  We  feel  greatly  indebted  to  the  Pittsburg  girls  for  their 
thoughtfulness  in  preparing  a  fine  lunch  for  us  and  the  delightful 
manner  in  which  we  were  received. 

To  the  Normal  boys  who  welcomed  us — The  Conquering  Hero- 
ines— at  the  depot,  we  can  only  express  our  gratitude  again  and 
again. 

On  February  24,  our  girls  went  to  Irwin  to  play  Irwin  High 
School.  Elizabeth  Menzie  substituted  for  Virginia  Seanor  and 
Helen  C.  Wilson  and  Elsie  Herron  were 'taken  as  "sub-forwards." 
The  Normal  girls  again  showed  their  superiority  over  their  oppon- 
ents and  won  by  the  score  of  17-10. 

The  regular  team  with  Mary  Cunningham  substituting  for  Vir- 
ginia Seanor  and  Mary  Bert  and  Isabel  See  as  "  subs  "  went  to  Blairs- 
ville  on  March  2.  Here  the  girls  experienced  their  first  defeat  of 
the  season.  Blairsville  High  had  the  advantages  of  a  familiar 
floor  and  a  crowd  of  lusty  rooters  but  our  girls  fought  bravely 
until  the  last  and  held  the  score  down  to  14-7  in  favor  of  Blairs- 
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ville.     The  Blairsville  girls  have  a  very  strong  team  and  one  of 
which  any  High  School  may  well  be  proud. 

Our  next  game  was  at  home  with  Pittsburg  High.  As  before, 
Indiana  showed  greater  ability  and  won  25  to  19.  The  game  was 
well  played  from  start  to  finish  and  was  entirely  free  from  any 
rough  playing 

In  our  first  open  game  of  the  season  on  March  11,  the  entire 
school  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  seeing  our  girls  defeat  the  Con- 
nells ville  High  School  team.  Mary  Cunningham  substituted  for 
Lucille  Lewis  as  center.  The  game  was  well  played  although  our 
girls  showed  greater  ability  in  team  work  than  their  opponents. 
Our  girls  were  unaccustomed  to  the  visitors'  rules  which  permitted 
practically  any  number  on  the  ball  at  one  time,  but  they  exerted 
their  physical  strength  and  overcame  any  opposition  of  their  op- 
ponents. 

We  play  our  final  game  at  Connellsville  on  March  18th  and  we 
feel  confident  that  we  shall  be  victorious.  With  nine  games  played 
and  only  one  defeat  experienced,  we  are  assured  that  the  Normal 
team  of  1911  will  be  pronounced  the  Champions  of  Western  Penn- 
sylvania and  Eastern  Ohio,  since  we  are  still  eight  points  ahead  of 
the  only  team  which  has  been  able  to  defeat  us. 

How  much  we  owe  to  Miss  Eyre  and  the  girls  who  struggle  so 
faithfully  and  uphold  our  name  so  gloriously!
